On March 31, 2020, appellee Jonathan Chim filed a motion to enlarge time

to file a petition for rehearing.  The court issued its opinion in this matter on March 20,

2020.  The deadline to file a petition for rehearing was March 31, 2020.  In his motion

to enlarge time, Chim requested a 14-day extension and stated that the “proposed new

deadline for filing this request ‘i.e., petition for rehearing’ would be Tuesday, 14 April

2020.”

Appellant Angela Curtis was contacted by the Appellate Clerk’s office

which inquired about appellant’s opposition (if any) to the motion and appellant stated

she did not receive a copy of the motion to enlarge until April 15, 2020 and that she

would file an opposition; but on April 27, 2020 appellant notified the Clerk’s Office no

opposition would be filed.
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It is now April 28, 2020 and appellee Jonathan Chim has not lodged a

petition for rehearing.  The motion for enlargement of time is  DENIED.
